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GAFNEY LIBRARY 


The Gafney Library program for 1952 emphasized 
extra library service for the young people. The 
Trustees make a special appropriation to buy books 
for children and this fund was matched by a fund used 
for the same purpose, which was raised through the 
efforts of the Library staff and volunteer workers. 
The success of the program, so far as book circulation 
is concerned, is shown by the fact that the Library 
circulation in its juvenile department increased by 
more than 60% during the year. 


But the program did not rest on book circulation 
alone. Story hours for children in local schools were 
carried on with outstanding success, bringing a great 
many young people into the Library who might other- 
wise never have come, and sending them home with the 
awareness that there are many wonderful interests 
between the covers of books. Both the children and 
their parents were enthusiastic about this phase of 
the Library activity. 


Credit for the success of the year’s program for 
children must be divided among several volunteer 
workers who gave freely of their time and talents, with 
no thought of self. To Miss Flora Brackett, who 
retired last year from her work as a teacher in the 
local schools, go our thanks for her tireless efforts in 
organizing the special activities for children, for her 
determined efforts to raise money through sales in 
order to purchase childrens’ books, and for her generous 
contributions of both time and money in helping to 
make the program possible. To Mrs. Guy Neily, who 
as our principal story-teller, held the children enthralled 
with her charming way of maintaining interest and 
suspense, and her beautiful descriptions, go our 
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admiration and appreciation. To Mrs. Ernest Calvert, 
who filled in as story-teller when her services were 
needed, we are also grateful. 


The total circulation of books by Gafney Library 
in 1952 was 5,862. This was an increase of 615 books, 
or more than 12% over the total circulation of 4747 
last year. Of this circulation, 3124 was fiction; 651 
non-fiction; 1587 juvenile. 


Books added to the collection of the Library during 
the year totalled 168. Gifts accounted for 80 of these, 
while 88 were purchased from the general funds 
appropriated for the purpose. Many other books were 
donated to the Library but are not included in the 
above figures because they were duplicates of volumes 
already in the collection. 


One cold day in the fall the Library was without 
heat and light because the underground electrical 
service line rusted out after 26 years of use. Respond- 
ing to an emergency call, Mr. Samuel Paul labored many 
long, hard hours to re-wire the lead-in from the power 
pole, donating his service to the Library. This 
donation by Mr. Paul represented the largest gift 
received during the year. 


An interesting gift to the Library was a collection 
of 23 native birds, stuffed, which has been made a 
permanent display in the childrens’ room and is greatly 
appreciated, especially by the young people. The 
donors were Mr. and Mrs. John S. Williamson. 
Arrangements for the gift ‘were made by the late Dr. 
Robert A. Mee and research and identification of the 
collection was completed by Miss Joan Violet Pike.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Once again we are about to enter another forest 
fire season and once again your town forest fire warden 
is asking you to be careful of fires in our woodlands and 
along our roadsides. There is nothing more displeasing 
to the eye than area of blackened waste. Nine out of 
ten of these blackened areas are caused by You and You. 


It is only with your cooperation that we can prevent 
such an area in our town. A great part of the men 
and women of this area depend on timber for their 
weekly pay check, and by you and you being careless, 
these people are being deprived of a living. We can’t 
even try to prevent fires caused by lightning, but the 
number of fires caused by this agent is very small.

By not doing this you 
will not enjoy yourself at all. It is not too long ago 
that most of us can still remember the fall of 1947, and 
we all know that most of those fires during that period 
could have been prevented if everyone was careful. 
So, it is only You and You that can prevent this most 
shameful waste of our woodland by this common enemy 
— FIRE. |

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Wakefield: 


During the school year 1951-52 the teachers in 
the Wakefield Schools were: — Sanbornville grades 1 
and 2 Miss Abbie F. Tuttle; grades 3 and 4 Mrs. Blanche 
Wentworth; grades 5 and 6 Miss Pauline Dudley; 
grades 7 and 8 Mr. Car] Griffin Jr.; Union grades 1 to 4 
Mrs. Florence Gerrish; grades 5 to 8 Mrs. Helen Abbott. 
These teachers returned to their respective positions at 
the beginning of the current year. 


Enrollment last year is shown in the table of 
statistics. At the opening of the current year enroll- 


ments were as follows: — Sanbornville, grades 1 and 
2 — 82, grades 3 and 4 — 27, grades 5 and 6 — 26, Union 
Grammar — 22. This makes a total enrollment to 


date of 147 pupils. The princpal increase is shown 
in the first grade in Sanbornville where the enrollment 
rose from 11 to 19 and in the Union first grade with an 
increase from 4 to 9. This increase in numbers in the 
first grade is shown by census returns to hold true as 
far ahead as can be predicted and for some years will 
be even greater than for the current year. The best 
estimate to date shows first grade approximate numbers 
for 1953 — 23, 1954 — 35, 1955 — 20, and 195Gau: 
1957 — 24. With two grades in a room this will be 
too large a group for one teacher. At this date it 
appears that it will be necessary, in the Sanbornville 
primary room, to have the second grade only in the 
morning, and the first grade only in the afternoon. 
The following year the same arrangement will have to 
be made in both rooms in the Sanbornville primary 
building unless additional room is provided. The 
pupils in grades 3 and 4 cannot carry on the required 
work in half-day sessions. 


The following projection of the school population 
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of Wakefield shows that the need of additional room is 
gal a temporary condition.

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The lack of space in crowded classrooms and lack 
of facilities for health and recreation programs in the 
Sanbornville schools make impossible to carry on the 
learning activities that are necessary in the present day 
educational program. If Wakefield is to offer its 
boys and girls educational advantages camparable to 
those of many nearby communities it must provide 
comparable educational facilities. The building pro- 
gram presented by your school board deserves the most 
careful study of all its aspects before any conclusion is 
reached.

Lack of funds at the start of the year hindered any 
work being done at the John H. Garvin Memorial 
Playground. The Sanbornville Woman’s Club came 
through with a donation of $25.00 which enabled us 
to construct four see-saws and a sand box and these 
were reserved for children up to twelve years of age. 
The committee was fortunate in obtaining, gratis, the 
services of Mrs. Hazel McBrien as instructor in charge 
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who enlisted the services of some 22 assistant instruc- 
tors. The Playground opened on August 9th with 
morning and afternoon sessions with an average of 34 
children present each day. We plan to erect swings 
and a water bubble this year and plans are now being 
made for the same sort of playground at Union. We 
believe we have enough funds on hand to accomplish 
both these endeavors. New electric lights have been 
installed for night skating and the playground has been 
flooded six or seven times so far this winter, but adverse 
weather conditions have been against us and no skating 
has been had so far. 


Your committee recommends an early start in 
developing a bathing beach on Lovell Lake, so that all 
our citizens can enjoy the natural resources of our 
town. The cost of such a project will be comparably 
low as compared with such projects in other communi- 
ties. A project such as this would need the backing of 
the town to start but in the end would be entirely 
self-supporting. We hope the town will back their 
committee in this undertaking which would be one of 
the most forward steps the town has ever taken. 


We must publicly thank Mr. Sam Paul, Mr. John 
Nason and Mr. Myron Cate, amongst many others, all 
our assistant supervisors and all others who aided in 
any way the start of the John H. Garvin Memorial 
Playground.
